Juan D. Peron are being released, tha government announced today. 


The order frees political oppo- 


nents of the government such as 
Crisolgoo Larralde, leader of the 
Radical party, who were jailed 
during and after the revolt. 


The rebels themselves—mostly 


navy fliers and marine coi-ps per- 
sonnel—are to be tried by the 
Supreme Council of the armed 
forces.

lease political prisoners "in the in- 
terests of restoring complete tran- 
quility throughout the nation."

ert T. Stevens resigned today 
as secretary of the army and 
President Eisenhower nomi- 
nated Wilber M. Brucker, 
general counsel of the defense 
department, to succeed him. 


Stevens gave "compelling per- 


sonal considerations" as his reason, 
for quitting. He was a principal in 
last year's row between Sen. Mo 
Caitiiy (R-Wisl and top Pentagon 
officials, but neither he nor Eisen- 
hower, who accepted the resigna- 
tion today, made any reference to 
that spectacular event. 


General Counsel 


Brucker, a former governor Of 


Michigan, has been general coun- 
sel at the Pentagon since April, 
1954. He will be 61 Thursday. His 
home is in Detroit.

just before Eisenhower left on a 
six-day tour of New England.

Stevens' resignation came a year 


after his spectacular clash with, 
McCarthy over the question of al- 
leged subversion in the Army and 
of asserted favored treatment for 
a one-time McCarthy aide, Pvt. G. 
David Schine. 


Adams. Cohn Quit 


Previously, the Army's general 


counsel, John G. Adams, quit his 
post in the aftermath of the hear- 
ings and so did McCarthy's top 
aide, Roy M. Cohn. Both Cohn 
and Adams were principals in the 
1954 dispute. 


Brucker was governor of Michi- 


gan from January, 1931, to the end 
of December, 1932. Previously he 
was Michigan's attorney general, 
and from 1923 to 1947 was prose- 
cuting attorney of Michigan's Sagi- 
naw County. 


A native of Saginaw. Brucker is 


a Republican. So is Stevens. 


In his letter of resignation Stev- 


ens said he first brought to the 


! attention of the President "a few 
weeks ago" the personal consider- 
ations he said have dictated his 
decision to lesign. 


Stevens' letter said: 
"I leave with real regret. I

" Cerebral Palsy Sufferers 
Need Careful Treatment 


Bj EDWIN P. JORDAN, M.D. 


There are somewhat more than 


20,000 children born in the United 
States each year with an unfortu- 
nate disability known as cerebral 
palsy (formerly mistakenly called 
"spactic"). About two-thirds of the 
cerebral palsy victims are mental- 
ly normal. Approximately half of 
these are disabled enough in other 
respects to require special treat- 
ment. 


An injury to the brain occurring 


before, during, or right after birth 
produces cerebral palsy. 


The diagnosis can be made as 


a rule within the first six months 
of life and almost always by the 
tamp a. youngster is a year old. 


This diagnosis should be made 


early because the results of treat- 
ment are better if started prompt- 
ly-

Cap Wild 
Gas Well 


RENOVO. Pa. (S\—One of the na- 


tion's largest natural gas wells was 
caped late Tuesday, ending- the 
fear of death and destruction that 
hovered over this area since the 
well exploded last week. 


The "wild one" was quieted by 


Paul (Red) Adair, oil and gas well 
troubleshooter from Houston, Tex., 
and a nerveless team of 16 others 
who knew one accidental move 
might be their last. 


As the 3.000-pound cap was ma- 


neuveied by a crane over the well 
head, Adair jammed a bolt through 
matching holes. That provided a 
pivot for the cap to be swung 
through the tremendous pressure 
of the flowing inflammable gas and 
for other bolts to be placed. 


The well cap blew off last Wed- 


nesday because of a faulty gasket, 
Adair said. The next day the gas, 
flowing at an estimated 20 mil- 
lion cubic feet daily, exploded, in- 
juring 10 workers.

What's more, it even suggests that 
the bureau be given more money 
to improve its services. Hereto- 
fore, the almanac has looked upon 
the Weather Bureau's activities as 
amusing but futile. 


Fancy for Science 


In giving ground slightly a sec- 


ond time, the almanac forsakes 
science for fancy. It tells readers 
to go looking for toads—the right 
kind may be a weather sign. If 
the toad is rusty brown, dry weath- 
er is in store. If it is very dark 
and mottled, get ready for a wet 
spell. 
. As the almanac foresees it, the 
early months of 1956 will be un- 
usually cold, with high winds and 
plenty of snow in the north. And 
here is the book's forecast for Au- 
gust of next year, when the two 
major political conventions will be 
held: High winds, squalls, torna- 
does over wide areas. 


Longtime residents of this south- 


ern region of Pennsylvania say 
that thousands of farmers and oth- 
ers live by the almanac, planting 
by the moon as it suggests, and 
taking its exalted counsel in many 
other ways.
